TOPOGRAPHY- -Probably no important city in New England ban ho grand a setting as Rutland, 
The city lies among pictures*] ue lakes and streams, the encircling mountains are near, yet far enough 
away <t> give plenty of building room and the broad valley running north and south for many miles Is 
one of the beauty spots of America. Noted mo until In peaks of the Green Mountain and Tacontc ranges 
can he seen from high parts of the city. The highest peak visible Is Mr, KilUngcon, o*er 4,241 feet. 
City Is 561 feet above sea level. Contains land area of 8. 1 13 square miles, water area of 100 acres. 

HISTORICAL— Thd history of Rutland vies with any city In the land for interest. 1 1 was settled in 
1761, and by 1774 there were 35 families. In common with all frontier settlements It suffered from the 
depredations of the Indians, and ulao from the Colonial and Indian Wars. Probably named after 
Rutland. Massachusetts, because the first grantee of the charter for township was a John Murray from 
that town.

RECREATIONAL— Rutland Is happily situated for the health and pleasure of Its citizens and 
visitors In their leisure hours, and Rutland is in the midst of an outdoor country of great appeal. It is 
located In a broad valley, and looking to the east Is the Incomparably beautiful Green Mountain range, 
with Its Killing ton, Shrewsbury and Pico Peaks forming a most fascinating sky line. To the west are 
more unusually beautiful mountains, Bird Mountains and the northern end of the Tacontc Range 
forming the western wall of a very attractive valley running Into Massachusetts and the Berkshlres and 
to the north a broad valley reaching Into the Cham plain Valley, From any high point in the city of 
Rutland can be seen Tacontc range mountain peaks to the southwest, which separates Vermont from 
New York state. 

It is probable that no place exists In northeastern United States with more natural advantages for 
outdoor sports and recreation. In summer the atmosphere Is buoyant and henlthrul and lends to 
physical activities, whether On the golf coarse, tennis courts, or parks. Mountain climbing within a 
few miles of city. The trail to Mt, K.11 llngton, over 4,200 ft. in height, Is a notable mountain climbing 
stunt. For lesser climbs there are Shrewsbury 3,700 ft. and Pico 4,000 ft,, and trulls in the Green 
and Bird Mountains. Lake Bomoseen at a distance of 12 miles is of crystal clear water, some 10 miles 
long. Lake Dun more, 26 miles north of the city, on U. S. ro Lite 7 Is also a Rutland recreational attrac- 
tion for camping, boating and bathing, and other lakes nearby. 

The proximity of the "Long Trail,'' passes within 10 mites of Rutland, doubling along the ridge of 
the Green Mountains, and crossing following highways* 1 1 east of Manchester Center, 103 east of 
Walliugford, U* S- 4 east of Rutland, and 115 east of Brandon, also an unimproved highway east of tiast 
Clarendon at Cold Riven This trail skirts the peaks of Killing ton and Pico. This is one of the mo»t 
famous traits In eastern North America, and Is popular.
